sions to the courts, w ould re stric t 
the board's pow er to invalidate 
labor co n tracts, and w ould p erm it 
em ployers to petition for elections 
to determ ine w hich union should 
rep resen t th e ir w orkers. 
Establishes Precedents 
“S ta te d generally,’’ G reen said, 
“our opposition to the board is 
1 hat in deciding cases it has e sta b ­ 
lished precedents w hereby the so- 
called econom ic philosophy of one 
labor group 
is encouraged and 
sustained, w hile th a t of a n o th er 
is suppx-essed or even ob literated . 
“The board has tak e n sides in 
w h at has been called an ‘ideologi­ 
cal controversy’ and has rendered 
decisions w hich prom ote the rivals 
of the A m erican F ed eratio n of L a­ 
bor to the injury and d e trim e n t of 
th e A m erican F ed eratio n of L a ­ 
bor.”

Bui'ke told re ­ 
porters yesterday th ere w as little 
chance th a t the labor law would 
be am ended a t this session. 
With Aid of Representatives

Sparta. This theory holds that the 
state is the origin of man's rights; 
that man has no rights of his own; 
that he owes complete and entire 
allegiance to the state; and that 
ihe state is the be-all and the end- 
all of his existence. 
To be sure, your Hitlers and 
your Mussolinis will tell you that 
their systems of government have 
saved western Europe from com­ 
munism But they do not tell you, 
that except in degree 
and even 
in that respect today there is lit­ 
tle th at separates them —there is 
no essential difference between 
Red totalitarianism on the one 
| hand, and Brow n or Black to ta li-, 
tarianism on the other. 
In all 
ilirec the rights of the individual 
his natural rights to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness—are 
submerged in his obligations to the 
tatc and the rare. In two of them, j 
Red Russia and Nazi Germany, j 
you have the necessary concomit­ 
ant of this, an absolute conflict 
with and an attem pt to destroy re­ 
ligion.

incidentally, 
let 
us 
always 
be 
proud to rem em ber are C atholic 
principles expounded by the g reat 
Jesuit theologians St. Robert Bel- 
larmine and Suarez long before 
Thomas Jefferson embodied them 
in our declaration of independence 
— and they translated them into 
our great, ch arter of liberties the 
constitution w ith its bill of rights. 
Moreover, they sought to secure 
their continuance by a division of 
the powers of the federal govern­ 
ment, the 
legislative, 
executive 
and judicial, and secondly as be­ 
tween the federal government on 
the one hand, and our local or 
state governm ents on the other, 
ro r they felt th at such a separa­ 
tion of powers would insure so far 
as it was possible to insure by the 
very structure of government it­ 
self. that the people in the last, 
analysis would be sovereign and 
thus be able always to save them ­ 
selves from autocracy. 
But wc m ust always rem em ber 
that no system of government, 
however carefully devised is self- 
operating Governments still m ust 
be administered by human beings; 
and even in a republican form of 
government like our own, the peo­ 
ple must see to it th at those 
whom they elect to serve them 
will not m ake of themselves by 
covert changes in the stru ctu re 
the masters of the people by whom 
they arc elected. 
Éternal vigi­ 
lance in these things still m ust be 
the price of liberty. 
Unhappily, moreover, we m ust 
recognize the further fact that a l­ 
though we a re reasonably secure 
—-oi can m ake ourscrvcs serurc 
from foreign invasion or attack by 
building a navy and an air force, 
not only second to none but super­ 
ior to any, we cannot hope to es­ 
cape entirely from the repercus­ 
sions of foreign “isms." We have 
those in this country, many of 
whom should be good Americans, 
some of them, indeed, like E arl 
Browder, 
native-born, 
who 
are 
captivated by nazism, or fascism 
or communism. W ithin a week, in 
the latter part of the present w in­ 
ter. it was found necessary to 
marshal large numbers of our'N ew 
i ork police on two evenings at 
•Madison Square Garden. 
On the 
first occasion they were there to 
protect a bund meeting with its 
storm troopers—nazis in appear­ 
ance and sym pathy—from those 
who presumably while they found 
Biown totalitarianism of Germ any 
distasteful, w ere in entire svm- 
w,tfi the Red totalitarianism 
of Russia. 
And the succeeding 
week it was ju st the reverse. The 
sam e police w ere there, efficient 
in complete control of the situ a­ 
tion—as the New York police u s­ 
ually arc when they arc let alone 
to do a job—but this time they 
were protecting inside the Garden 
those who sw ore allegiance 
to 
Moscow and the Red Internation­ 
ale from those without who pre­ 
sumably were of the other persua­ 
sion. And of course the only re a ­ 
son why either meeting could he 
held—can you imagine holding the 
first in Moscow or the second in 
Berlin—was because of our bill of 
rights and the very constitution 
which is so outw orn and distaste­ 
ful to these devotees of alien and 
absolute 
forms 
of 
government, 
r o r wc proceed on the queer the­ 
ory, but nevertheless the sound 
practical theory in this country, 
that it is better to suffer w hat 
sometimes seems like an abuse of 
the right of free speech by those 
to whom it m eans nothing—except 
for themselves, rath er than to lim ­ 
it it unduly and thus to run the 
risk of the loss of that liberty 
which the right of free speech i's 
intended to protect. Let us alw ays 
remember, however, that as Gov- 
ei nor Smith pointed out recently 
in a public address, the bund is 
stupid, and therefore basically not 
dangerous. 
It is the communists, 
wise with the sinister wisdom of 
I lie father of all evil himself, on 
whom particularly we should keen 
a watchful eye Their infiltration 
into 
government 
departm ents. 


their stirring up of hatred and 
strife w henever opportunity of­ 
fers, their dem ands for more and 
more spending and more and more 
taxes 
although of course not all 
who demand the.-e things are con­ 
sciously of the communist persua­ 
sion - should give us grave con­ 
cern. The ship of state, you know, 
can

And then, the 
substitution of the pirate bark of 
Moscow, w ith the Red llag of des­ 
truction at its mizzen gaff, would 
be an event not dillicult of accom­ 
plishment.

TAX PSYCHOLOGY 
The recent report of the Brookings Insti­ 
tution on federal taxes has been getting a 
great deal of favorable comment, and rightly 
so. It is the work of experts who are regard­ 
ed as disinterested and objective. It recom­ 
mends repeal of the undistributed profits tax, 
substantial reduction of income surtax rates, 
easement of the capital gains tax and certain 
other changes of like nature. 
“In the development of the present tax 
system,” says the report, “emphasis has been 
placed on such matters as ease of collection, 
equitable distribution of the tax burden, re­ 
distribution of national income and the pro­ 
motion of other economic and social objec­ 
tives, and too little heed has been paid to 
the effect on investment and capital forma­ 
tion.” 
These are conclusions on which a growing 
number of liberals can agree with conserva­ 
tives. The principle of certain taxes may be 
socially fair and sound, and yet their psychol­ 
ogy may be unsound. The reaction of human 
minds to certain forms of legislation may be 
illogical, but is an economic fact just the 
same. 
The final test of any tax is whether it is 
profitable. Some of these taxes do not seem 
to be profiting either business or government, 
and so may well be abolished or eased until 
such time as human nature becomes more 
perfect. 


PAYING FOR WAR 
The world, as Secretary Hull observed the 
other day, “is already paying for a war that 
has not been fought.” 
A cynic might add 
that it seems as if some nations are going to 
insist on fighting the war, even if it isn’t nec­ 
essary, in order to get the worth of their 
money. 
There is, of course, no profit in that, and in 
all likelihood no glory, either—nothing but 
disaster. It seems impossible to “win” a war 
any longer, because warfare with modern 
means is so murderous and destructive and 
costly that everybody loses. 
It is a grand 
orgy of dissipating wealth unproductivoly. 
And not only dissipating existing wealth piled 
up by long, slow, painful processes, but the 
wealth of the future. It means even bigger 
mortgages on posterity. 
Such a course naturally tends to the de­ 
struction of capital. A general world war in 
these times might result in universal bank­ 
ruptcy. And that, in turn, might bring a gen­ 
eral abandonment of the capitalist system. 
The democracies obviously have the big­ 
gest interest in preserving this system, and 
are ready to make heavy sacrifices for it. 


GERMAN RIGHTS—GERMAN AIMS 
The ideology of the Marquis of Lothian, 
the new British ambassador who will come 
to Washington next summer, is interesting. 
The Marquis is certainly no blind zealot 
or jingo. Until recently he was regarded as 
a Nazi, and was at least very tolerant of the 
Hitler regime. 
The British experience with 
Hitler last fall woke him up. 
“Until then,” he says, “I believed there was 
no possibility of establishing peace in the 
world on the basis of denying Germany— 
and especially the former German republic— 
the same elementary rights that every other 
nation claims for itself. That is, the right to 
arm if others arm, the right to occupy the 
Rhineland, the right to allow the Austrian 
people to incorporate themselves in Germany 
if the majority really wished to do so. 
“But Godesberg (where Hitler met Cham­ 
berlain and made his demands) convinced me 
that I was wrong, and that ihe policy of ap­ 
peasement as it was generally understood 
had failed. Since Godesberg it has become 
quite clear that German aims outrun Gorman 
rights. The extinguishing of Czecho-Slovakia 
has confronted the world with an entirely 
new situation.” 
Many Americans have had the same kind 
of conversion, for the same reason.

sugar, filters poisons from the blood, manufactures 
bile w’hich breaks up fats, kills harm ful organisms 
and is a natural purgative. 
W hat about the strength of the heart?

Collecting of Minerals 
Makes Popular Hobby 
In your w anderings over the coun­ 
tryside you may encounter some 
one equipped with knapsack and 
prospector's pick, tapping quarry 
walls, 
smashing

in quest of fine mineral specimens, 
writes William D. Quinn in Nature 
Magazine. Occasionally the cry of 
“Eureka!” may be heard, and lead 
one to some enraptured advocate 
of the hammer gloating over a prize 
whose value is rpparent only to him­ 
self.

Mineralogy draws its devotee* 
from all walks of life. 
Business 
man or woman, teacher, lawyer, 
doctor, chemist or clerk—any will 
sneak away on the least excuse to 
spend an afternoon at the rock pile. 
To become an enthusiastic “rock 
hound” one needs only to see a good 
collection, attend a meeting of any 
mineral club, or, indeed, merely 
catch the fever from one who has 
already been bewitched with the 
fascination of mineral collecting. 
Once in the fold the newcomer 
should supply himself with a good 
book. 
After reading such a book 
and following its suggestions, one is 
ready to begin hoarding specimens. 
The bugaboo of all collectors is 
providing room to house the prizes. 
If you will have many visitors an 
exhibition case is the thing: other­ 
wise a cabinet of drawers will prove 
satisfactory. A jeweler s or doctor's 
glass case with glass shrives is best, 
although a bookcase may serve the 
purpose.

Erring­ 
ton studied hawks in the North Cen­ 
tral states, and discovered that none 
of them has a real preference for 
one type of prey. XVhen prey is eas­ 
ily seen, easily caught and easily 
handled, the big hawk is interested. 
A carcass along a lakcshore. high­ 
way, field or woodlot, is as likely to 
form the buteo’s dinner as a mouse 
or snake.

TAX PSYCHOLOGY 


The recent report of the Brookings Insti- 


tution on federal taxes has been getting a 
great deal of favorable comment, and rightly 
so. It is the work of experts who are regard- 
ed as disinterested and objective. It recom- 
mends repeal of the undistributed profits tax, 
substantial reduction of income surtax rates, 
easement of the capital gains tax and certain 
other changes of like nature. 


"In the development of the present tax 


system," says the report, "emphasis has been 
placed on such matters as ease of collection, 
equitable distribution of the tax burden, re- 
distribution of national income and the pro- 
motion of other economic and social objec- 
tives, and too little heed has been paid to 
the effect on investment and capital forma- 
tion." 


These are conclusions on which a growing 


number of liberals can agree with conserva- 
tives. The principle of certain taxes may be 
socially fair and sound, and yet their psychol- 
ogy may be unsound. The reaction of human 
minds to certain forms of legislation may be 
illogical, but is an economic fact just the 
same. 


The final test of any tax is whether it is 


profitable. Some of these taxes do not seem 
to be profiting either business or government, 
and so may well be abolished or eased until 
such time as human nature becomes more 
perfect.

PAYING FOR WAR 


The world, as Secretary Hull observed the 


other day, "is already paying for a war that 
has not been fought." A cynic might add 
that it seems as if some nations are going to 
insist on fighting the war, even if it isn't nec- 
essary, in order to get the worth of their 
money. 


There is, of course, no profit in that, and in 


all likelihood no glory, either—nothing but 
disaster. It seems impossible to "win" a war 
any longer, because warfare with modern 
means is so murderous and destructive and 
costly that everybody loses. It is a grand 
orgy of dissipating wealth unproductively. 
And not only dissipating existing wealth piled 
up by long, slow, painful processes, but the 
wealth of the future. It means even bigger 
mortgages on posterity. 


Such a course naturally tends to the de- 


struction of capital. A general world war in 
these times might result in universal bank- 
ruptcy. And that, in turn, might bring a gen- 
eral abandonment of the capitalist system. 


The democracies obviously have the big- 


gest interest in preserving this system, and 
are ready to make heavy sacrifices for it.

berlain and made his demands) convinced me 
that I was wrong, and that the policy of ap- 
peasement as it was generally understood 
had failed. Since Godesberg it has become !

rights. The extinguishing of Czecho-Slovakia 
has confronted the world with an entirely 
new situation."
